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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: After very 
careful study of the claims of this application (as presently amended) in view of the 
Mamyshev et al and Feuer et al references, the Examiner agrees that the teaching of 
Feuer et al regarding coherence control is actually contrary to what would be required 
in order to modify the Mamyshev et al device in the manner set forth in the previous 
Office action. While Feuer et al teaches the desirability of reducing Rayleigh scattering 
(the basis for requiring coherence control therein), the Mamyshev et al device relies on 
and requires the presence of Rayleigh scattering for its operability. There would thus 
have been no motivation for the person of ordinary skill in the art to use any teaching of 
Feuer et al (regarding coherence control) in the Mamyshev et al device. The 
allegation of the obviousness of same, as set forth in the previous Office action, was 
clearly erroneous. The previously applied rejection is therefore withdrawn, and claims 
1-7 are allowable over these two references and all other prior art of record.
